1. Applicant's amendment, filed 1/22/03 (Paper No. 22), has been entered. 

Claims 41-42 and 44-49 have been canceled. Claims 1-42 have been canceled previously. 
Claims 43 and 53-55 have been amended. 

Claims 43 and 50-55 are pending.

As pointed out 
previously, applicant's submitted claims drawn to methods employing the 7C10, 7B6 and 16C10 specific 
antibodies appear free of the prior art. Accordingly, the instant claims appear allowable.
